The  soggestion  4i 
that  a  public  corporation  should  be  formed  wHh 
the  Brltlr.h  Onvernment  behind  It.  nn  the  analORy 
of  those  trading  companies  of  three  hundred 
years  ago  which  did  so  much  to  build  up  the 
plre.  In  other  words,  the  proposal  l.s  that  by  ar- 
rangement with  the  Canadian  Oovemment.  large 
tracU  of  public  land  should  be  bought  and  the 
esute  thus  secured  devalopad  on  the  same  lines 
as  an  estaU  under  private  ownership.  This  plan 
IS  the  eldest  kind  of  colonization— a  business 
ent^^rprLsc  carried  out-  on  the  largest  eeale. 

The  Ciuvernment  of  British  Columbia  ought  to 
be  Interested  to  the  suggesUnn.  and  it  is  con- 
ceivable th^  Oobmel  Bnehan  and  his  associates 
would  not  have  moved  In  the  matter  unless  they 
are  ptepared  to  take  acme  part  to  what  they 
propose.  This  province  has  before  It  the  problem 
of  creaUng  traffic  for  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern 
Riillwoy.  It  has  a  vast  htoterland  to  open  up  and 
dov.  lop  It  has  the  task  of  Insuring  on  onMrt 
from  the  Peace  River  District  to  the  P.icific 
Coast  It  has,  In  short,  a  possibility  of  setlK  ni.'nt 
proJecU  greater  than  that  of  any  other  province 
of  the  Dominion,  and  the  suggestion  has  bot  n 
mad--  :i«;dn  and  again  that  to  attain  the  develop- 
ment SI.  mui-h  desired  it  should  woTlt  In  coojunc- 
tioii  wilh  the  overseaji  Settlement  Committee, 
whlcli  r.  re5pon.slble  for  the  operation  of  the  Em- 
pire SriUement  Act.  TlU.s  .■scheme  would  appeal 
to  the  imagination  ot  the  people  of  British  Co- 
lumbia, and.  IneldentaUy.  through  It,  this  prov- 
ince could  be  the  means  of  redressing  the  ad- 
verse balance  of  BrltUb  ImmlgraMmi  to  Canada 
m^eh  now  prevails. 

In  concluding  their  appeal  the  BrttttAt  Mem- 
bers of  Parliament  say  'W'^  d^  n.it  b^-licve  that 
there  Is  one  of  our  greater  nniish  problems 
which  can  be  solved  except  on  tlic  basis  of  Im- 
perial partnenhlp.  Today  the  Empire  is  a  real 
parinershlp.  an  exeeottvo  alOMea  of  sovereign 
statrs  If  such  a  partnership  la  to  have  any  value 
It  must  use  the  strength  of  one  part  to  meet  the 
obanged  conditions  In  another.  The  Dominions 
hkve  In  abundance  what  wo  no  lonper  possess— 
tmexplolted  natuml  wealth,  virgin  spar.-,'?  of  land. 
■BihaKnes^ed  power.  We  have  the  people.  In  whom, 
tHfi*^«%  tht  young,  we  believe  thai  the  ^bit  of 
enterprtsft  la  ready  to  be  awakened,  rbm  condi- 
tions are  ripe  for  another  gnat  mowient  In 
Imperial  expanstan.  la  It  not  o«r  dvtr  to  mim 
.he  opportunity?"

Guard  rails  are  more  subatantuJ 
and  better  protection  at  railway 
cios^ng-s  Is  provided. 

Further  deniand.'i  are  made  upon 
the  highwaj  engsnecr  today  by  the 
oawnlng  apprt-oiation  of  natural 
beauty  on  the  part  of  the  general 
public.  Highways  must  not  onlgp  be 
traveMble  but  thoy  muat  also  be 
pleaMng  to  the  ore.

They  are  mak:nK  use  t)f  short 
ttmnels  end  h:>U-tunnel  sections 
under  the  picturesque  overhanging 
cUffs  and  along  precipitous  canyon 
walls.  Former^  it  was  the  cus- 
tom to  blast  away  these  Irreplace- 
able landmarks,  deetroying  fine 
scenes  and  leaving  tigty  wounds

Much  can  be  done  during  the 
construction  of  higbwriys  to  pre- 
serve and  enhance  tJielr  natural 
beauty,  says  the  bureau,  bv  intelli- 
gent clearing  of  the  right  of  way 
so  as  to  save  deelrmble  trees,  by  de- 
velopment of  vtstaa  of  outstanding 
n:agnlflcenee  aad .

The  British  Society  uf  Incorno- 
rated  Accotmtantn  and  Audltori  has 
recently  acquired  Ihe  famous  old 
hou>e  on  the  Thanien  Embankment 
tn  London  which  the  flr.it  l^ord 
Astor  built  about  thirty-five  years 
ago.  Now  known  as  Incorporated 
AccountanU  Hall.  It  has  Just  been 
opened  by  the  IJuke  of  York. 

Situated  eloee  to  tbe  Temple,  the 
boose  l«  famlUar  to  most  Londonere 
for  tbe  large  glided  weathervane  on 
the  roof,  in  the  shape  of  the 
caravel  In  which  ColumbuB  net  sail 
for  America.  It  Is  built  in  Tudor 
style  ot  Portland  stone  and  is  said 
to  have  cost  Ltn-d  Astor  £IJSO,000. 
The  Duke  of  York  referred  to  It  in 
hlR  opening  jqwrh  as  "a  unique 
^IK-v  iiiien  of  art  hltecliir'v  repr»'-riii 
liUf  Ihe  highest  skiU  of  British  an 
and  craftsmanship.** 

The  staircase  hall  on  the  ground 
floor  has  Boors  of  Inlaid  mailtle, 
Jeeper  and  porphyry,  and  iU  rich 
Btalrcaae  Is  adorned  with  figures 
from  Lord  Astor's  novel.  "The  Three 
Muaqueteere."  on  the  wall  are 
pmtraits  of  the  successive  presldanu 
of  the  Accountants  Sorletv.

I  not  forget,  those  of  you  who  have  sowa 
which  have  recently  farrowed  nirc  strong 
inters,  thai  aeUlog  pigs  at  stores  b>  uMially 
one  of  tfia  taait  pralltaUfe  branches  or  pl^ 
keeptog.  SomaUmes  It  is  tro^  what  stores  ^e 
very  scarce,  they  make  good  prtees  and  then 
the  wisest  -^^iir.  -l,  'o  srtl  them  as  soon  a« 
weaned,  but  taltintt  '>rie  veason  with  another, 
i;  pav..  bAst  to  keep  the  piglings  at  home  and 
fatten  Lhem  until  they  are  read)-  to  go  away 
aa  po^ktrs  or  baooners.  StUI.  It  is  always 
v^ise  to  natch  the  markato  closely  to  «aae  a 
favorable  opportunity  does  cooM  tor  a  good 
asle. 

A  pig's  head  Is  one  of  the  btFi  gulden  to  the 
fattoning  quaUtiea  of  the  animal.  Thick  or 
floppy  tan  m  for  example,  a  sign  of  coarse- 
Msa,  whMi  wUl  apply  to  the  carcase  as  a 
whole  as  also  would  wrinkled  Skin  'bnd  a 
coarse  mane.  If  the  ears  are  well  earned, 
they  are  a  sure  (hark  of  good  constitution  with 
which  goes  a  vigorous  appetite  and  also,  as 
a  Mia,  a  readiness  to  fatten. 

Roots  are  a  help  to  cutting  down  the  cost 
of  pig  feeding,  but  only  It  you  keep  them  to 
icasonable  allowances  every  day  To  tr>-  and 
manage  almost  entirely  on  roots  u>  wa.<iteful, 
tn  fact.  It  would  need  twenty-live  to  thirty 
pounds  a  day  to  make  as  much  pork  as  would 
be  produced  from  about  five  pounds  ot  meali 
and  even  then  the  carcase  would  be  mferior. 
We  find  that  about  one-third  or  th'-  usual  meal 
allowance  can  safely  be  .mii*  m'  n  m  by  roots, 
allowing  five  or  six  pounds  of  roots  for  caiA 
pound  at  meal  dispensed  with.

Somotlmea  Ik  la  true,  whui  store*  pre 
vety  scarce,  "they  make  food  prteea  and  tben 

thr  wiscii  plan  15  10  sell  them  ~aS~909B~SS 
weaned  but  laitlnK  "ue  season  with  another, 
U  pay.v  best  to  kppp  ihe  piglings  at  home  and 
fatten  them  untU  they  are  ready  to  go  away 
as  pofrkera  or  baconers.  Still.  It  Is  alwaya 
wise  to  watch  the  markets  doaely  ta  caee  a 
favorable  opportunity  doee  come  for  a  good 
sale. 

A  pig's  head  is  one  of  the  be.si  guides  lo  ihc 
fattening  qualities  of  the  animal.  Thick  or 
floppy  4ara  are,  for  example,  a  slfn  of  coarse- 
neaa,  wMch  win  apply  to  tbe  earaaae  ao  a 
whide.  a.s  also  would  wrinkled  Skin  'and  a 
coarse  mane  If  the  ears  are  well  caMed. 
they  are  a  sure  mark  ut  Rood  constitution  with 
whleh  goea  a  vigorous  appetite  and  also,  aa 
a  nila,  a  raadtneof  to  tetten. 

Roou  are  a  help  tn  cutting  down  the  coat 
ot  pig  feeding,  but  only  If  you  keep  them  to 
naaonable  allowances  every  day  lo  try  and 
manage  almost  entirely  on  root:i  Ui  wai^tcfut, 
m  fact,  it  would  need  twenty-five  to  thirty 
pounda  a  day  to  make  as  much  pork  as  would 
be  produced  from  about  five  pounds  of  meal: 
and  even  then  the  carcase  would  be  inferior. 
We  find  that  about  one-third  of  the  usual  meal 
allowance  can  safely  be  .sut>si itnted  by  routs, 
allowing  five  or  six  pounds  of  roots  for  each 
pound  of  meal  dispensed  ertth. 

Bome  aowa  have  etm  aeveral  weeka  to  go 
bcAare  they  fanvw.  In  a  paeture  bt  fair  eon- 
dltlon  they  wlO  malntam  ihclr  weigh:  if  pro- 
vided with  only  one  and  one-half  pounds  of 
mixed  meal  for  each  100  pounds  that  they 
MMgh.  Far  Inatanoe.  a  ten  eoore  aov  would 
require  tbroo  pounda  of  meal,  whOe  there  Is 
abundanca,of  grass.  But  when  there  Is  snow 
or  hard  frost  about  the  meal  allttwance  must 
be  Increased  and  a  supply  of  roou<^  provided 
or  the  sow  and  her  litter  will  suffer.  Nearly 
all  sows  will  benefit  U  about  one  tenth  of  the 
meal  ration  eonalata  of  nab  meal,  as  this 
supplies  bone-forming  material.

When  the  plant  has  toen  estsMlshed  tor  a 
nwnl)er  of  years  It  will  grow  10  a  height  of 
ten  feet,  unlesa  it  gets  cut  by  frost  In  Winter, 
to  which  case  the  best  plan  la  to  c\it  it  back 
to  the  ground  and  a  very  handsome  shrub 
wUl  to  the  result  In  fact.  tbIa  la  pmbably 
tbe  beat  way  of  growing  it  It  aenda  out  aucfc-

don.  he  «ay»  he  ean  prove  mat  ho  ti  right 
He  haa  vorked  on  the  old  theory  for  forty 
years  and  Is  convinced  that  not  only  la  gorml- 

natlon  berter.  t)ut  it  fqiMlIy  apphlea  to  pODon-' 
stuig  and  seed  production. 

He  sows  bla  aeeda  about  Ion  daye  befon  tba 
moon  la  at  lia  ftill.  and  If  the  weather  to 
favovable  moot  of  tbe  aeed  la  up  to  the  full 
moon.  If  the  weather  la  unfavorable— he  .tows 
In  August  and  September— the  seed  u  apt  i<i 
lie  dormant  iiiilil  the  next  full  nuMin  and  in 
some  Uistuncc.^i  until  the  third  or  fourth  fnii 
moon.  Mr.  Pockett  says  he  has  hardly  any 
loss  from  damping  off.  The  seed  at  roses  he 
finds  always  lermlnate  at  the  full  moon,  no 
matter  how  long  they  have  lain  dorm.iti'

lime  and  that  bees  are  moga  aoltoe  tban.  ll 
nmy  to  that  after  aU  tbe  oM  Maa  la  ocrreet. 
It  would  not  to  the  first  time  that  our  scien- 
tUIe  age  has  t>ren  forced  to  admit  thai  Uie 
[.id-timers  iiad  the  right  Uga*  ovun  tf  tbey 
could  not  explain  why.

"T^HE  conservation  of  wild  fiower.\  1.1  becom- 
ing mofp  and  more  a  matter  whirh  ts  in- 
tere^itiig  the  people  not  only  of  Canada  but 
rlso  of  the  United  States.  Indeed,  to  the 
latter  cuuiVy  many  of  the  Btatea  bava  put 
tews  on  thels  statute  booto  wMeb  wfll  have 
the  affect  of  preserving  Uw  wild  flowara  for 
future  generations.  The  shocking  way  to 
which  the  wild  orrhlds  are  torn  up  by  the 
roots  ui  Victoria  in  the  Spring  is  a  case  In 
point 

Many  yoan  ago  Preaiaant  Itooaovelt  said 
before  tbe  American  Foreet  Congress:  *'You 

are  mighty  poor  Amerlcarw  if  vnui  r;ire  for  the 
well-belnjl  nf  this  country'  IS  limited  lo  hoping 
that  ttip  well-beinK  » 111  last  out  your  own 
geaeretlon."  It  would  seem  that  we  in  British 
Ootombte  are  under  an  obligation  to  protect 
and  coneerve  the  natural  beautlea  of  our 
landaeape  lor  posterity,  Juat  aa  wo  are  con* 
serriag  our  natural  laawum  of  aoonottiie 
value. 

If  we  are  to  keep  our  wUd  flowers  it  will 
to  neoaaaary  to  problMt  tba  dlgitag  of  erlld 
pianto  to  the  Ifational  Parto.  Flowen  that 
are  In  danger  nf  bpcomtos  extinct  should  be 

propagated  and  plained  In  SUKable  environ- 
ment, for  their  besl  development  More  should 
be  taught  in  the  schools  concerning  plant 
oonawatlon.
